Make sure you complete all of the above documents completely, accurately, and be specific with your request.

When filing a request for a Domestic Violence Restraining Order, the court can issue a temporary order based on the
information you submit in your request. Therefore, it is important to be specific and detailed with the information you are
providing, especially in the description of abuse sections.

If the Court grants your request for a temporary restraining order, this order will remain in effect until your court date,
which will be set no more than 21 calendar days later.

You will be provided with 3 certified copies. You will take 2 of the certified copies to the Sheriff’s Department for
service and you will keep a copy for yourself.

If the Court denies your request for temporary orders, you will still have a court date. At the court date, the court can
terminate the temporary orders (if they were granted), make the temporary orders into long term orders, and/or make
additional orders that the Court sees fit.
